in summer time, and he explains this 
by showing the varying proportion of 


long and short ultraviolet rays and 
the absorption of these by the atmos- 
phere—a complicated technical expla- 
nation. Anyway, it is the ultraviolet 
rays (not violet) that burn the skin 
and tan the skin, and not the heat of 
the sun. 

In order to thrive and grow strong 
and healthy, the baby must get his ul- 
traviolet baths. If he doesn’t get any 
he is pretty sure to have rickets and 
later maybe tuberculosis or bronchitis 
or other respiratory diseases or to re- 
main puny and sickly. Some nutrition 
experts believe that it is nearly as ef- 
fective to give the baby a daily ration 
of cod liver oil, beginning with 5 or 10 
drops a day when he is a month old 
and gradually increasing week by week 
until he takes a teaspoonful or. two 
every day until he is a year old, and 


they have even dubbed cod liver oil 
“bottled sunshine.” But I am no nu- 
trition «xpert and I don’t believe quite 
all these experts say. Tod liver oil 
is a fine source of vitamin A and vita- 
min D, but not quite equivalent. to 
sunlight in my inexpert judgment. 

The main difficulty about persuad- 
ing mothers to give babies regular 
daily sunbaths is that mothers fear ex- 
posure. Comfort is the only guide 
bout that. If the baby enjoys his 
bath it is obvious he is comfortable. 
Why worry? Perhaps he will be as 
comfortable and warm all uncovered 
as mother is all swathed in. what- 
ever she thinks she must wear. Babies 
are queer about that. It seems warm 
enough to them when you and I find 
it a little chilly. They have a more 
active heat generating mechanism and 
a less active heat dissipating mrecha- 
nism. 

Still, it is simple to place the baby 
out in the sun but behind some screen | 
against the wind. Always see that 
his eyes are shaded from direct sun. 
The first day expose only his face 
and hands for not more than 10 min- 


utes forenoon and again afternoon, 
but preferably between 10 and 2, for 
the sunlight is richest in seme 
rays at midday. Next day after the 
first 10 minutes, roll up both sleeves 
to the elbows and expose the fore- 
arms for the second 1W@ minutes, along 
with the face. The third day, repeat 
this, and expose the legs to the knees 
the third 10 minutes, along with the 
face and forearms. hus gradually 
increase the exposure day by day un- 
til the whole body is exposed half an 
hour or eventually one hour at a 
time. If there is any tendency to 
sunburn, you must lessen the dura- 
tion of exposure accordingly. Prop- 
erly carried out, this should give a 
complete coat of tan before summer 
is over.

While retail trade in the district 
showed an increase both for May, 
1928, compared with May. 1927, and 
for the five-month period compared to 
{iat of a year ago, wholesale trade in- 
creased only over that of . pril, :how- 
ing a slightly smaller volume than that 
for May, 1927. 

Reports from 46 department stores 
in the district disclose that for May 
Atlanta tcok second place in ratio of 
increase for the corresponding month 
last year. Atlanta’s gain was 14.3 per 
cent, while Birminugham showrd apn 
‘advance of 21.00. Increases ere 
shown also in Nashville of 4.8 per cent 
‘and in New Orleans of 4.7 per cent. 
(Chattanooga reported a decrease 
per cent, while the average for 
other cities in the district was a de- 


crease of 2.2 per cent. The average 
gain for the district was 6.8 per cent. 


The comparative figures for the first 
five months of the year, compared with 
the same period for 1927, show Atlanta 
leading the entire south with an in- 
crease of 16.2 per cent. Birmingham's 
increase for this period is 10.8 per 
cent, while Nashville reports 6.7 per 
cent. Chattanooga shows a decrease 
of 3.9 per cent; New Orleans a de- 
crease of 2.6 per cent and 20 other 
cities a decrease of 3.8 per cent. For 
the entire district the five-month varia- 
tion is an increase of 3.4 per cent. | 


Agriculture Shows Improvement. 


Agriculture, the review discloses, is 
showing a seasonal improvement. Con- 
ditions in the cotton belt, however, are 
described as irregular and in some sec- 
tions replanted cotton is only just be- 
ginning to come up. 


Prospects in the district are for a 
much larger peach crop, it is stated, 
than that of last year. Georgia is ex- 
pected to produce 10,180,000 bushels. 
compared with 5,943,000 in 1927. Ala- 
bama, which produced 540,000 bushels 
in 1927, is expected to have 1,328,000 
this year, while Tennessee’s pros, ect- 
ive output is 1,855,000 compared to 
638,000 a year ago. Mississippi is ex- 
pecting 570,000 bushels to 279,000 in 
1927. 

The outlook for citrus fruits in 
Florida is still favorable, the review 
says. despite a reported heavy drop. 
Condition of oranges on June 1 was 
given as SO per cent of normal, com- 
pared with 57 per cent uw year age. 
while grapefruit shows a 76 per cent 
condition compared to 62 per cent:in 
1927. 

Farm work in eastern Tennessev has 
heen badly delayed by continuous 
rains. Tobacco transplanting has 
been delayed and all small grains re- 
main in poor condition as a result of 
winter freezes. 

Building Permits Increase. 

Building permits, regularly report- 
ed from 20 cities, show an increase 
over the corrésponding month of a 
year ago for the first time in two 
years. This increase is chiefly credit- 
ed to Atlanta, which had a tota! of 
nearly $6,000,000, showing a gain of 
422.3 per cent over May, 1927. The 
average gain for the 20 cities was 
47.00. 

In addition to Atlanta, cities show- 
ing building permit gains are Annis- 
ton, 5.6 per cent: Montgomery, 152 
per cent: Tampa, 0.8; Miami Beach, 
202.2; Macon, 50.9; New Orlenns, 
11.2; Chattanooga, 181.6; Johnson 
Citv, 140.4, and WNnoxville, 31.5. 

Cities showing decrenses are Bir- 
mingham, 7.8; Mobile, 29.6; Jackson- 


ville, 36.8; Miami, 69.1; Orlando, 
41.6; Pensacola, 2.4; Lakeland, 78.2; 
Augusta, 40.5; Columbus, 41.3; Sa- 
vannah, 30.1; Alexandria, 79.0, and 
Nashville, 19.9. 

Savings deposits in 86 reporting 
member banks show an increase of 
1.4 per cent over April, 1928, and of 
5.0 over May, 1027. Atlanta savings 
gained 2.2 per cent over April and 
10.5 per cent over May, 19 

Debits Gain. 


Debits to individual accounts, in 
26 reporting cities, were 3.0 per cent 
larger than in April and 3.1 per cent 
larger than in May, 1027 

Business conditions over the en- 
tire United States are reported as sat- 
isfactory. Industrial production, it is 
stated, was in about the same volume 
as in the three preceding months. 
Wholesale and retail trade increased 
in May and the general level of com- 
moditv prices showed a further ad- 
vance. Security loans of member 
banks, which were in record volume in 
May, declined considerably during the 
first three weeks in June. Conditions 
in the money market remained firm. 

While practically all statistics in 
the review are for the month of May, 
the general conclusions cover May and 
early June. It is dated June 3v.

trichstein, noted American actor and

_ Leo Ditrichstein, who was born in 
Hungary in 1865, made his first ap- 
pearance on the stage in Berlin, but 
went to the United States in 1890 
and from that time devoted his life 
to the American stage.

Wilkinson’s Widows.” Two years 
later he made his first hit as Zou-
